Supplement  I  to  Part  II 

MAKERS  OTHER  THAN  AT  BIRMINGHAM  OR  LONDON

HELMORE— Exeter  Gram — ;  BDM  VII/437,  VIII/351 

The  signature  Helmore  .  maker  .  Exeter  occurs  as  reverse  circular  legend  around  the  de¬ 
nomination  on  checks  of  Exeter  and  Exmouth,  in  the  same  way  as  on  Exeter  checks  of  Seage 
&  Son  from  which  (as  the  dating  below  shows)  they  are  copied,  with  same  diameter  19  mm. 
and  same  thick  module.  Sometimes  instead  Helmore’s  surname  occurs  small,  sanserif,  on  the 
obverse.  His  forename  is  not  stated;  following  is  the  history  of  the  sole  Helmore  at  Exeter  in 
the  19th  century  who  engaged  in  manufacturing. 

Mark  Helmore  was  a  name  listed  for  Exeter  during  most  of  that  century,  at  various  suc¬ 
cessive  street  addresses.  More  than  one  generation  must  have  been  involved.  There  wras  an 
ironmonger  in  the  1820’s,  a  pawnbroker  in  the  next  period  up  to  1844.  From  1844  to  1875  the 
form  of  shopkeeping  mainly  alternated  between  that  of  fruiterer  and  of  confectioner.  None 
of  this  seems  relevant,  but  the  next  brief  phase  connects  with  one  of  the  checks.  This  was  as 
lodging  house  keeper  1876-80(-81)  at  86  (then  88?)  South  Street;  while  there  he  was  shown 
in  1877  as  also  being  steward  of  the  People’s  Club. 

Manufacturing  activity  in  the  name  of  Mark  Helmore  commenced  in  1880-81  and  sets  the 
period  for  the  check-making.  His  actual  listing  was  as  a  gunsmith,  as  follows : 

(1881-)82(-83)  22  Sun  Street; 

(1883-)84(-86)  76  Paris  Street  (the  street  where  the  confectionery  business  had 

ended); 

(1885-)88  39  New  North  Road; 

and  the  final  period  was  continuation  1889-94  at  this  last  address  as  Helmore  Bros.,  gun  and 
cartridge  makers. 

The  directory  searching  for  Helmore  and  for  the  subjects  of  products  of  his  has  been  mainly 
undertaken  by  the  kind  offices  of  Exeter  City  Librarian. 

Following  are  examples  of  checks  by  Helmore  of  subjects  traced  in  directories : 

1.  Williams,  Exeter  Inn ,  Exeter.  This  was  of  John  W.  Williams,  present  (1877-)80-92(-95); 

inn  address  (47  &)  53  Bartholomew  St. 

2.  J(ames)  Rook,  present  (1893-)96(-1900),  Heavitree  Arms  (High  St.),  Exmouth. 

3.  Hookway,  White  Hart  Hotel,  Exeter.  This  was  at  66  South  St.  Before  Helmore’s  effective 

period  H.  Hookway  was  shown  for  1875-6;  within  his  period  there  were  William 
Henry  Hookway  1877-88(-91)  and  Mrs.  E.  M.  Hookway  (1889-)92(-95). 

On  other  Helmore  checks,  subjects  untraced  in  directories  include  People’s  Club  &  Skittle 
Saloon,  Friernhay  (Exeter) — see  second  paragraph  of  this  entry — and  Lodge(’)s  Billiard  Skittle 
&  Shooting  Saloon,  Exon  (i.e.  Exeter). 
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HYATT— Dudley  ( Bulletin ,  1966,  p.  198) 

The  locality  of  the  Engine  Inn,  Burnt  Tree,  was  Tipton,  Staffs. 

A  further  Hyatt  check,  with  his  same  reverse  particulars  as  on  the  check  of  Mrs.  Wilkinson, 
is  of  John  Jenkins.  Pentwyn  Inn  Merthyr  Reservoir  (British  Museum  collection).  Merthyr 
Tydfil  is  in  Glamorgan,  but  the  reservoir  lies  over  the  border  to  the  north  of  it,  in  Brecknock. 

JOY  (&  BROWN)— Bristol  ( Bulletin ,  1966,  p.  292) 

Mr.  J.  Durnell  (Bristol)  has  kindly  traced  back  the  Joy  family  business. 

John  Joy  was  in  business  1816-19  at  John  Street,  Bristol,  as  an  engraver  and  copperplate 
printer.  Next,  John  Robert  Joy  (senior)  was  successively  at  3  Wellington  Street  (1821-3), 
3  All  Saints  Street  (1824-8)  and  5  All  Saints  Street  (from  1829)  in  the  same  lines  and  addition¬ 
ally  wood  cutter,  bottle  moulder  and  diesinker;  becoming  John  R.  Joy  &  Son  for  final  rears 
(1832-)35-37.  * 

Other  members  of  the  family  were  meanwhile  active  in  similar  business  lines  (including 
John  Robert  Joy;>).  but  the  main  business  at  no.  5  (later  22)  All  Saints  Street  was  continued 
by  the  above  “Sen” — Robert  Joy — from  1838  to  1865.  His  opening  advertisement  read:

ENGRAVING  PRINTING 

AND 

LITHOGRAPHIC  OFFICES 
No.  5 

ALL  SAINTS  STREET,  NELSON  STREET 

BRISTOL 

Robert  Joy  gratefully  acknowledges  not  only  the  continued  but  increased  support  he  has 
received  since  he  has  taken  the  entire  responsibility  of  carrying  on  the  Engraving  and 
Printing  business,  and  respectfully  announces  that  he  has  added  that  of  Lithography. 

In  the  latter  branch  he  has  studied  under  the  most  talented  artists  etc.  to  ensure  complete 
satisfaction  to  his  patrons,  he  has  secured  the  abilities  of  Mr.  Thos.  Mathews  (late  of 
New  York,  whose  drawings  have  been  so  highly  admired)  as  a  partner  in  that  department. 

LITHOGRAPHIC  ESTABLISHMENT 

Joy  &  Mathews  beg  to  assure  a  generous  public  that  their  joint  efforts  shall  be  zealously 
directed  to  ensure  a  liberal  portion  of  public  favor.  Portraits,  Landscape,  Architectural, 
Botanical,  and  Mechanical  drawings,  maps,  Plans  of  Estates,  Railways,  Sections,  Elevations, 
Checks,  Labels,  Circular  Letters,  Blank  forms,  Writings  of  every  description  etc.  etc. 

ON  MODERATE  TERMS 

Drawings  carefully  printed  for  amateurs  and  every  material  supplied  for  their  use. 

The  dating  for  the  continuation  at  the  same  address  under  the  style  Joy  &  Broivn  was 
1866-95.  Finally  there  was  Joy  &  Sons,  printers  &  engravers,  at  Dolphin  Street,  1896-7. 

Although  the  advertisement  mentioned  checks,  none  bearing  signatures  of  the  ephemeral 
Joy  &  Mathews  has  yet  been  noted.  Thomas  Mathews  (his  transfer  from  New  York  must  have 
been  a  homecoming)  seems  to  have  belonged  to  the  firm  Mathews  &  Son  (later  Mathews  Bros.) 
who  printed  and  published  the  staple  series  of  Bristol  directories.  From  1847  he  was  described 
as  a  diesinker.  He  or  a  namesake  was  author  of  the  standard  work  Advice  to  the  Young  Whist 
Player  (first  published  1805  at  Bath)  which  gave  rise  to  a  group  of  whist  markers  made  by 
Thomason,  as  reported  earlier  in  this  Dictionary  ( Bulletin ,  1960,  p.  313). 

Of  the  Portcullis  Hotel,  Chipping  Sodbury  (Glos.),  there  is  a  check  for  3^  signed  by  Joy  & 
Brown  and  also  one  for  2(D)  unsigned  but  of  very  similar  style. 

KING— Sheffield  ( Bulletin ,  1966,  p.  292) 

The  same  reverse  as  already  reported  on  one  product  of  this  maker  occurs  also  on  a  check 
made  of  tin,  diameter  same  as  for  the  1860-1967  regal  £d  series;  in  the  British  Museum 
(Freudenthal  collection  acquired  1870);  with  obverse  as  follows: 

“Grimesthorpe  /  —  .  —  /  1857  /  —  .  —  /  Bowling  Green” 

This  is  a  district  in  the  northern  part  of  Sheffield,  and  thus  local  to  the  maker. 

LEWIS — Shrewsbury  ( Bulletin ,  1966,  p.  292) 

Accessible  checks  by  this  maker  are  now  available  for  describing,  respectively  viewed  in 
Birmingham  City  Museum  and  reported  by  Mr.  C.  P.  C.  Parish,  as  follows: 
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1.  Obv.  “Leopard  Inn  /  Pride  Hill  /  Shrewsbury”  (address  around  circle  cut  by  inn  name 

across). 

Rev.  “Made  by  F.  Lewis  /  Market  St.  Shrewsbury”  and  “Engraver  &  /  *  Printer  *”  as 
concentric  legends  around  inner  circle  enclosing  “Check  /  l.DJ”. 

Copper  26  mm. 

2.  Obv.  “F.  Deeley  /  New  Inn  /  Vaults  /  Wolverhampton  St  /  Dudley”  (in  curved  lines 

except  Vaults). 

Rev.  Similar  to  the  above  reverse  but  “2D”. 

Brass  27  mm.

The  signature  on  the  check  described  below  is  identified  as  that  of  Edgar  Newby,  engraver, 
active  1881-1911  in  Cardiff  at  the  following  successive  and  parallel  addresses: 

1881  (-2)  8  Cowbridge  Road; 

(1882-)3  26  Brook  Street,  Canton  (residence  ?); 

1884- 89  1 15  Cowbridge  Road; 

1885- 92  Royal  Arcade  (no.  5  at  first); 

1889-91  Queen  Street,  Arcade; 

1892-1908  23  Castle  Street; 

1903  22  Neville  Street,  Canton  (residence  ?); 

1909-11  18  Custom  House  Street  (Newby  Bros,  in  1909-10). 

The  above  information  is  derived  from  directory  entries  kindly  extracted  by  the  City  Library, 
Cardiff. 


Mr.  J.  Durnell  has  viewed  the  following  check  (brass,  24  mm.)  and  provided  a  directory 
trace  indicating  that  the  publican  was  present  in  a  single  year  1892: 

Obv.  “E.  Fox  /  Railway  Hotel  /  —  .  —  /  .  Pensford.”  (outer  lines  curved  to  rim,  others 
straight  across)  and  tiny  signature  “Newby  Cardiff”  curved  at  foot. 

Rev.  “2°”  in  centre,  in  wide  double  (line  and  dotted)  circle. 

This  is  of  Pensford,  Somerset. 


OSBORN — Leeds  ( Bulletin ,  1966,  p.  292) 

An  additional  product  of  this  maker  is  a  check  (British  Museum)  reading  as  follows: 

Obv.  “V.  O.  Cooke  /  Three  /  Tuns  /  Inn  /  Marshall  St.  Holbeck”  with  the  inn  name 
enclosed  by  the  rest  of  the  legend  curved  above  and  below  at  rim.  The  signature 
occurs,  split,  in  the  horizontal  space  below  “Thres”,  consisting  of  “H.  Osborn  / 
maker”  at  left  and  “Briggate  /  Leeds”  at  right. 

Rev.  Tall  “lol”  in  circle  enclosed  by  sprays. 

The  stated  locality  (Holbeck)  of  the  inn  is  a  suburb  of  Leeds.  (There  exists  currently  the 
Leeds  &  Holbeck  Building  Society.) 


PARK — Liverpool  ( Bulletin ,  1966,  p.  293) 

The  original  entry  under  this  heading  showed  the  business  span  of  John  Park  when  trading 
solo  and  as  affixed  &  Cozvard  and  &  Son,  with  examples  of  checks  signed  in  each  of  these  three 
styles.  But  the  entry  overlooked  a  linked  style  Coward,  Jepson  &  Co.  occurring  on  two  checks 
recorded  in  M~G,  particulars  of  which  now  appear  at  the  end  of  the  present  entry.  To  explain 
this  business  style,  it  is  necessary  to  expound  at  some  length  its  inter-relationship  with  Park. 

The  business  ramifications  that  occurred  after  1873  are  demonstrated  by  the  following 
table  of  certain  addresses  and  the  styles  and  related  dates  of  the  occupants.  (As  regards  64 
Cable  Street,  Park’s  previous  presence  there  is  included  to  complete  the  coverage  for  that 
address;  but  his  earliest  addresses  are  not  germane  to  the  table — for  those,  see  original  entry.) 
Descriptions  of  the  persons  &c.  involved  (other  than  Park — already  dealt  with)  are  provided 
in  the  footnotes  to  the  table.

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Footnotes  to  table: 

A.  R.  Coward  was  listed  as  a  seal  engraver  at  9  Ivy  Street  1874-77,  with  successive  suffixing  of 
his  name  to  key  it  as  the  partner  involved  in  both  the  above  styles  at  64  Cable  Street. 
The  suffixes  were  in  contracted  forms  ( Park  &  Co.)  and  ( Coward  &  Co.). 

Coward,  Jepson  &  Co.  were  listed  (but  only  in  the  same  contracted  style  Coward  &  Co.  as 
mentioned  above)  as  diesinkers,  engravers,  medallists,  brass  &  steel  letter  cutters,  and 
indiarubber  stamp  manufacturers. 

As  to  identification  of  the  Jepson  involved,  two  separate  types  of  craft  business  run 
simultaneously  in  this  surname  and  identically  initialled  had  been  listed — see  above  and 
below- — and,  as  this  implies  two  persons,  they  are  here  labelled  I  and  II  for  convenience 
of  differentiation.  No.  II  is  the  obvious  candidate,  as  he  (unlike  no.  I,  who  continued 
until  later)  had  his  last  separate  listing  in  1876,  and  the  partnership  was  formed  in  the 
following  year. 

J.  M.  Jepson  [I]  had  a  private  residence  at  52  Tennyson  Street  in  1874  and  at  9  Mount 
Pleasant  in  1875-82.  He  was  listed  as  an  engraver,  printer,  and  lithographer  (operating)  at 
the  tabled  address;  evidently  as  an  employee  of  the  stated  firm  until  1883  and  then  ephe- 
merally  in  partnership  with  Douglas  (a  person  having  no  other  mention  in  directories). 
Thus  this  Jepson  was  not  available  to  team  with  Coward  in  the  1870’s. 

J.  M.  Jepson  [II]  was  listed  as  a  general  engraver  and  diesinker  to  the  trade.  Thus,  although 
he  was  operating  on  his  own  account  (and  evidently  residing  at  the  same  address  as  tabled), 
his  work  was  commissioned  by  firms  and  not  as  a  service  direct  to  the  public.  His  listing 
was,  however,  brief  enough  to  suggest  a  theory  that  he  was  not  at  ease  when  operating  solo, 
and  that  after  three  years  of  running  an  acquired  or  inherited  business  he  gave  it  up  and 
apparently  joined  Coward.  (Two  years  later  they  both  gave  up.) 

Tickets  by  J.  Park  struck  at  64  Cable  Street: 

Additional  catalogue  references  for  the  L.M.M.S.U.F.S.  ticket,  of  diameter  listed  as  1-27", 
are  D&W,  p.  144,  no.  329  and  M-G  1055.  Additional  tickets  are  (British  Museum): 

Obv.  “The  /  Old  /  Kitchen  /  33  Cable  S*  /  —  .  —  /  Liverpool”  in  horizontal  lines  except 
last  one  curved.  Signature:  “J-  Park  64  Cable  St.  Liverpool.”  occupies  lower  half 
of  rim. 

Rev.  Punched  serial  no.  (11)  on  blank  field. 

Obv.  “Costigan’s  /  Railway  /  Refreshment  /  Rooms  /  Rhyl”  in  lines  of  alternately  large 
and  small  fount.  Signature  positioned  as  in  preceding  item:  “J.  Park,  maker, 
64  Cable  St.  L’pool”. 

Rev.  Flat-topped  figure  3  in  plain  circle  enclosed  by  wreaths. 

A  sample  directory-checking  for  a  later  date  1907  shows  N.  Costigan,  wine  &  spirit  merchant, 
Railway  Refreshment  Rooms,  Bodfor  Street,  Rhyl  (N.  Wales). 

Signed  by  Park  &  Coward 

A  further  ticket  is  (D&W,  p.  331,  no.  1 ;  M-G  1396)  brass,  32  mm.: 

Obv.  “Allan  Line  porters”  and  signature  “Park  &  Coward  makers  Liverpool”;  beaded 
border. 

Rev.  Laurel  wreath,  within  which  is  a  stamped  number  (54).  Centrally  pierced. 

The  Allan  Line  of  steamships  (e.g.  the  Virginian ,  pioneer  of  steam  turbine  driven  ocean  liners) 
was  organized  by  a  Scots-Canadian  financier  Sir  Hugh  Allan  (1810-82)  who  was  also  one  of 
the  promoters  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway. 

Signed  by  J.  Park  &  Son: 

The  only  item  so  far  noted  which  is  signed  in  this  style  is  a  pass  of  the  Birkenhead  &  District 
Omnibus  &  Carriage  Co.  Ltd.,  which  on  rev.  bears  a  stamped  number  (411  in  the  example) 
accompanied  by  rim  signature  “J.  Park  &  Son  makers  64  Cable  St.  Liverpool”.  This  is  M-G 
1370  and  is  numbered  75PQ  in  Kenneth  E.  Smith’s  Catalogue  of  World  Transportation  Tokens 
&  Passes ,  except  North  America  (1967). 

Signed  by  Coward  Jepson  &  Co.: 

Their  name  suffixed  “Lpool”  is  signed  on  a  uniface  1-48"  diameter  6d  ticket  (D&W,  p.  94, 
no.  368;  M-G  901)  of  “Reynolds  Wax  Works”  which  was  sited  in  Liverpool,  where  it  opened 
c.  1865  and  closed  1922. 

The  same  signature  but  including  “64  Cable  St.”  occurs  with  centrally  stamped  number 
(1108  in  the  example)  on  obv.  of  a  1-28"  diameter  ticket  (M-G  1297)  (the  rev.  shows  merely  a 
beaded  border)  of  “Magennis  *  Liverpool  *”.  This  was  a  Liverpool  firm  H.  &  J.  Magennis, 
master  porters  &  stevedores,  active  1876-80  at  street  addrcss(es)  9  Central  Court,  The  Albany, 
6  Oldhall  vStreet. 

The  Liverpool  Record  Office  (of  Liverpool  City  Libraries)  kindly  provided  the  attributions 
of  the  two  last-mentioned  tickets,  as  well  as  most  of  the  directory  details  used  in  compilation  of 
the  table  of  the  “Park”  complex  of  company  styles  and  its  footnotes. 
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PASLEY,  H. — (A)  at  Sheffield  (Bulletin,  1966,  pp.  293-4) 

The  London  Hotel  at  Torquay  was  at  6  Abbey  Place  and  last  listed  in  1892-(95). 

A  second  external  product  of  this  make  is  a  27  mm.  brass  check  (in  the  British  Museum): 

Obv.  “W.  Thornley  /  Nob  Inn  .  Little  Lever”  curved  above  and  below.  In  centre  “2d” 
with  signature  “h  .  pasley  shd.”  curved  under  it. 

Rev.  Blank  field;  olive  sprays  at  rim. 

Edge:  Milled. 

Little  Lever  is  in  Lancashire  (its  location  was  expressed  as  being  near  Bradley  Fold  railway 
station). 

“H.  Pasley  Sheffield”  is  signed  on  a  “Feeding  Ticket”  of  Manders’  Grand  Star  Menagerie 
(D&W.,  p.  91,  no.  343;  A'l-G  592).  This  proprietor  was  William  Manders;  Bolton  is  men¬ 
tioned  as  a  location  of  his  “menagerie”,  but  whether  it  were  static  there  or  a  travelling  one  I 
do  not  know. 

Mr.  R.  C.  Bell  has  a  24  mm.  brass  check  as  follows: 

Obv.  “Leonard  Clough — ”  around  inner  circle  which  contains  date  “1871”  with  tiny 
signature  curved  above  and  below  it  “Pasley  /  Sheffield”. 

Rev.  “Victoria  Gardens”  and  ornament  around  inner  circle  containing  “3d”  (flat- 
topped  figure). 

Locality  unknown.  The  Pasley  bare  surname  would  at  the  check’s  date  more  likely  indicate 
Henry  than  R.J. 

SEAGE  (&  Son) — Exeter  ( Bulletin ,  1967,  pp.  145-6) 

Reports  from  collectors  in  the  West  Country  indicate  that  the  output  of  checks  signed  by 
E.  Seage  and  by  Seage  &  Son  was  quite  numerous,  and  that  listing  of  them  is  afoot  for  eventual 
publication  along  with  those  signed  by  Helmore. 

SPIRIDION— Cardiff  Grant;  BDM — . 

The  Spiridion  family  operated  a  business  of  watchmaker  and  jeweller  in  Duke  Street, 
Cardiff,  from  1855  when  Wladislaw  Spiridion  purchased  it  from  Henry  Grant  (see  below) 
until  1963. 

The  street  number  was  24  until  1867(-69),  then  29,  where  the  listing  was  as  goldsmith, 
retail  jeweller,  silversmith,  and  watch  and  clock  maker.  After  Wladislaw’s  death  in  1891  the 
business  was  continued  at  no.  29  by  his  son  Joseph,  trading  as  Spiridion  &  Son,  until  1920. 
Thenceforth  it  was  at  no.  9  under  Joseph’s  son  Herbert;  by  1931  his  style  and  trade  were 
Spiridion  Bros,  retail  opticians. 

The  founder's  name  sounds  remarkably  foreign.  Wladislaw  is  the  Polish  form  of  a  forename 
common  among  peoples  of  eastern  Europe.  Spiridion  on  the  other  hand  is  the  name  of  a  saint 
who  spent  his  life  in  Cyprus;  he  died  there  in  about  a.d.  438,  having  become  Bishop  of  Tremi- 
thus  (a  coastal  city  near  Salamis  and  Famagusta),  and  his  body,  having  been  carried  first  to 
Constantinople,  was  afterwards  transferred  to  Corfu  where  it  was  enshrined.  But  St.  Spiridion 
is  commemorated  (on  14th  December)  in  certain  liturgical  calendars,  including  that  of  Poland. 

In  fact  the  founder  was  a  Polish  refugee,  who  on  coming  to  Britain  dropped  his  surname 
Kliszczewski;  so  Spiridion,  from  being  his  second  Christian  name,  became  his  new  surname. 
He  had  left  his  homeland  after  the  Russo-Polish  War  of  1830-31  and  had  later  been  incarcerated 
at  Trieste.  In  1838  he  arrived  in  London  and  became  apprenticed  there  to  a  watchmaker.  At 
Cardiff  in  1844  he  entered  the  employ  of  a  nautical  optician  Henry  Grant,  whose  sister  he 
married  and  whose  business  he  purchased  as  mentioned  above. 

The  Spiridion  firm  signed  a  medal  commemorating  a  visit  to  Cardiff  by  Edward  VII  in 
1907,  the  sole  mention  of  the  firm  by  Grant. 

The  present  entry  is  occasioned  by  the  following  check  in  the  collection  of  Mr.  Elwin  C. 
Leslie,  Olmsted  Falls,  Ohio,  U.S.A.  Brass,  elliptical  25x19  mm.;  the  long  axis  forms  the 
width  for  the  obv.  reading,  the  short  axis  for  the  rev.  numeral. 

Obv.  Around  rim:  “Blue  Ribbon  Coffee  Tavern.”,  and  in  inner  ellipse:  “14  /  Crockherb- 
town  /  Cardiff”. 

Rev.  A  large  flat-topped  “3”  with  “D”  above  it  occupies  the  whole  depth,  and  is  flanked 
by  signature  words  along  the  rim:  “Spiridion”  and  “Cardiff”. 

The  expression  “Blue  Ribbon”  indicates  total  abstinence.  The  Blue  Ribbon  Coffee  Tavern 
Co.'s  duration  in  Cardiff  was  1883-91  and  14  Crockherbtown  was  its  street  address  1883-85, 
thus  dating  the  check  and  attributing  it  to  Wladislaw  Spiridion’s  time. 
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Acknowledgements.  The  City  Librarian  ol  Cardiff  kindly  extracted  directory  details  of  the 
Spiridion  business  and  of  the  coffee  tavern  company  for  the  purpose  of  this  entry.  The  details 
ot  Spiridion  lamily  history  (apart  from  the  third  paragraph  above)  are  derived  from  notes 
published  in,  having  been  contributed  by  Mr.  Herbert  Spiridion  for  the  first  edition  1945  of, 
the  work  Clock  &  Watch  Alakers  in  Wales  by  Iorwerth  C.  Peate;  to  which  Air.  Robert  Thomp¬ 
son,  B.N.S.,  kindly  drew  the  present  writer’s  attention. 

STEPHENS — West  Bromwich  Grant — ;  BDM — . 

Thomas  Stephens  was  a  letter  cutter,  check  maker,  and  engraver,  operating  at  36  Paradise 
Street,  West  Bromwich,  Staffs,  from  (1860-)62  until  1912  or  later. 

His  particulars  occupy  (except  for  value  indication)  the  reverse  of  a  26  mm.  brass  check 
(Birmingham  Museum)  as  follows: 

Obv.  In  bold  letters  (curved  above):  “Robert  Jones”  (centre):  “New  /  Springs”  (curved 
below) :  “Aspull”  and  beaded  circle  at  rim. 

Rev.  Inner  circle  enclosing  “3d”  (fiat-topped  large  figure,  small  capital  letter,  and  the 
two  dots  below  it  are  left  of  centre).  Inscription  in  double  circle  around,  the  upper 
parts  reading  inwards  and  lower  parts  outward: 

(Outer):  “T.  Stephens  /  Paradise  Sl  West  Bromwich”. 

(Inner):  “Letter  cutter  /  &  check  maker”.  Beaded  circle  at  rim. 

The  words  New  Springs,  Aspull,  indicate  simply  a  locality  near  Wigan,  Lancs.  New  Springs 
did  not  give  its  name  to  an  inn,  and  there  is  thus  no  indication  of  the  trade  of  Robert  Jones  or 
his  dating  period;  his  name  has  not  been  traced  in  the  directory  lists  of  the  tradesmen  there 
or  of  the  farmers  there  or  in  the  vicinity. 

The  same  rev.  also  occurs  on  a  27  mm.  brass  check  (J.  Durnell  collection)  with  obv.  of 
Joseph  Grainger  Railzcay  Inn,  Wednesbury  (Staffs.).  This  was  in  Holyhead  Road. 

VILE — Newton  Abbot  Grant — ;  BDM — . 

The  following  check,  owned  by  Mr.  J.  Durnell  (Bristol)  has  the  same  small  diameter  19  mm. 
as  the  products  of  the  two  makers  Seage  and  Helmore  of  the  not  far  distant  Exeter: 

Obv.  (First  and  last  lines  at  rim,  remainder  in  field):  “F.  Terrell  /  Temple  Bar  /  bowling  / 
saloon  /  —  .  —  /  .  Newton  Abbot  .” 

Rev.  “U”  in  inner  circle.  Around  (the  personal  name  is  at  top,  facing  inwards,  remainder 
facing  outwards):  “C.  Vile  /  •  maker  Newton  Abbot  •  ” 

The  Temple  Bar  was  at  7  Queen  Street,  Newton  Abbot  (Devon).  Although  F.  Terrell’s  dating 
is  not  yet  traced,  it  may  well  have  lain  in  the  unchecked  years  at  the  start  of  the  following 
datings  for  Mrs.  Julia  Terrell.  She  ran  this  establishment  as  a  public  house  (1883-)88(-91) 
and  was  then  a  beerseller  there  (1889-)92-1905  .  .  . 

At  that  period  the  main  Newton  Abbot  activity  in  the  surname  of  the  check  maker  was  that 
of  Daniel  Vile,  printer  and  publisher-proprietor  of  the  district  newspaper — the  South  (later 
East  and  South)  Devon  Advertiser.  The  only  C.  Vile  was  Charles  Vile,  insurance  agent,  in 
Kingsteignton  Road  (1890-)92-1901(-04).  Whether  the  two  were  related  and  the  facilities  of 
the  printing  works  were  made  available  for  striking  of  checks,  is  speculative  and  awaits  further 
evidence  of  checks  made  or  of  some  other  kind. 

Air.  Durnell  now  has  also  a  slightly  larger  check — 20  mm.  brass — with  same  reverse  as 
above,  of  E.  Gidley  Balk  Arms  Christow  (which  lies  S.W.  of  Exeter).

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SOME  AUGUST  NUMISMATIC  MEETINGS 

The  British  Num.  Soc.  At  the  June  meeting. 
Dr.  D.  M.  Metcalf  read  a  paper  entitled  “Die-Links  in 
the  Coinage  of  Henry  VII”.  The  speaker  first  explained 
that  he  was  continuing  the  work  of  the  late  Anthony 
Thompson  on  the  collection  of  Henry  VII  coins  in  the 
Ashmolean  Museum.  In  1962,  Mr.  Winstanley  had 
offered  to  sell  his  outstanding  collection  of  Henry  VII 
coins  to  the  Ashmolean  Museum.  Mr.  Schneider  then 
offered  to  purchase  the  collection  and  present  it  to  the 
Museum,  on  condition  that  duplicates  were  not  retained. 
In  this  way,  the  Ashmolean  Museum  had  acquired 
583  gold  and  silver  coins  of  Henry  VII.  In  his  work  on 
these  coins  Dr.  Metcalf  had  found  it  necessary  to  study 
in  great  detail  the  paper  on  the  coinage  of  Henry  VII 
by  Potter  and  Winstanley.  Air.  Metcalf  showed  a  series 
of  slides  of  angels  and  groats  of  Henry  VII,  and  dis¬ 
cussed  the  die-linking  of  these  coins.  In  the  speaker’s 
opinion,  die-linking  contributed  little  towards  the 
relative  chronology  of  the  series,  90%  of  this  could  be 
obtained  from  the  sequence  of  types  1-5,  the  study  of 
20  initial  marks,  8  different  alphabets,  and  1 1  different 
types  of  cross-ends  on  the  reverses  of  the  coins.  In 
discussing  the  absolute  chronology  of  the  series  Dr. 
Metcalf  mentioned  the  views  of  Potter,  Lawrence  and 
Grierson.  Finally,  Dr.  Metcalf  spoke  about  the  period 
of  innovation,  following  the  appointment  of  Alexander 
of  Brugsal,  as  engraver  to  the  Alint  in  1494.  He  thought 
that  there  might'be  earlier  varieties  of  the  sovereign,  that 
had  not  survived.  The  sovereign-type  groat  must  be  a 
genuine,  if  experimental  coin.

Due  to  its  poor  condition  the  medal  roll  for  Naval  and  Alarinc  recipients  of  the 
Queen’s  Medal  for  South  Africa  (ADM.  17 1.53)  has  been  withdrawn  from  use  at  the 
Public  Record  Office.  As  no  date  has  been  given  for  its  return  to  general  use,  pre¬ 
sumably  this  will  be  some  years  hence.  Taking  the  above  facts  into  consideration, 
coupled  with  the  increasing  interest  in  Q.S.A.  medals,  it  is  hoped  that  the  accom¬ 
panying  roll  will  be  of  some  use  to  collectors. 

The  total  of  medals  listed  has  been  arrived  at  by  counting  all  names  entered  on 
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the  roll,  whether  deleted  or  not,  less  deletions  and  returns.  The  man’s  number  has 
been  included  to  facilitate  further  research  into  his  record.
